Lew Raymond 
Dies; Promoter 
Of Boxing Here 


‘WELDON, N, C., April 18 (UP) 
~Lew Raymond, a _ burlesque- 
comedian turned boxing pro- 
moter, died last night after near- 
ly a half-century in the fight 


game. 

. The pudgy little man with the 
perennial unlighted stogie was 
‘once Tex Rickard’s most feared 


ers’ styles, 

Raymond, whose rea] name was 
Lewis Malitz, was 70 years old. 
He was enroute from New York 
to Miami by train when he was 
stricken with a heart attack in 
North Carolina. ‘He was taken off 
the train at Weldon, and Halifax 
coroner, Rufus Britton, pro- 
nounced him dead. was 
established through a telephone 
‘call to the International Boxing 
Club in New York. 

Raymond’s fortes were boxing

of talking a waiter out of a din- 
ner check. He frequently’ twisted 
neophytes into mental knots in- 
sisting that they “move the fram- 
mis from the bollixemup before 
something bad happens.”

BELGIUM is an extreme example of what 
the western nations are up against 
economically, Its problems have something 
in common with all the othér powers, but 
here in this seemingly prosperous nation of 
8,700,000 persons who are making the utmost 
of their 11,775 square miles of land, the dif- 
ficulties are brought out in sharp relief. In 
this article, Luxembourg, with its 999 square 
miles and its 300,000 population, will be con- 
eoeres as part of Belgium, which it once 


wthe Netherlands is in a more fortunate 
position. It is a food exporting country, while 
Belgium must import about 30 per cent of its 
foods needs. It has a population of 10,500,000 
persons living on 15,450 square miles, many 
of which have been reclaimed from the ocean. 
The Netherlands also has retained important 
business and financial connections with Indo- 
nesia, which brings in dollars and other cur- 
rencies, while Belgium is just beginning to 
develop the Congo, which has great poten- 
tialities but is using capital that could be 
effectively expended in the home country to 
increase industrial capacity by replacement 
of obsolescent machinery. 

The Netherlands is predominantly an agri- 
cultural country: Belgium is predominantly 
industrial. That accounts for’ the fact that 
The Netherlands is beginning to have a pros- 
perity that was Belgium’s until a few months 
ago. Despite the recent devastating floods, 
Holland is reducing taxes and is ‘increasing 
its dollar and gold reserves. 

Belgium, although it has an export surplus 
with countries having “soft” or unconverti- 
ble currencies, has a dollar deficit. 

At the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion’ Council meeting in Paris next week, 
-Belgian representatives will make a strong 
‘plea for “offshore procurement”—«dollars

Tt is the decision whether the belt of seas 
bordering the continental United States is sub- 
ject to nétional sovereignty or state ownership. 
The immediate legislation on which the de- 
cision will rest is Senate Joint Resolution 13. It 
would give California, Texas and Louisiana the 
oil and natural gas in the bed of the seas off 
their coasts out to the distance which they re- 
gard as their historic boundaries seaward. 
The House has already passed the measure. 
President Eisenhower has announced that he will 
sign it: A majority of the Senate is evidently 
ready to vote for it. A small group of Senators, 
led by Douglas of Illinois, Lehman of New 
York, and Hill of Alabama, and@ including Hen- 
nings and Symington of Missouri, as well as two 
Republicans, Tobey of New Hampshire and 
Langer of North» Dakota, are holding the thin 
line of defense. They hope the arguments they 


stood single-handed against the intended plunder 
of the national domain, saving it with the presi- 
dential veto. zs

There are many cogent reasons why the 


- United States should not surrender any part of 


its national sovereignty to any one of the 48 
states, as it would do in this resolution. 

The area involved is one of the most delicate 
international diplomacy, in which the peace of 
the world may at any moment hang in the bal- 
ance, This is a governing reason why the Su- 
preme Court has thrice decided, in cases cover- 
ing all the claimants to offshore oil, that the 
United States exercises and must continue to 
exercise sovereignty over this resource as well 
as all other resources of the sea-belt. “The 


problems of cOmmerce, national defense, rela- 
tions with other powers, war ang peace focus 
there,” said the court. “National rights must 
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been drained down to what should be 
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reserves for national defense, someone 


must have the will and the authority to pat the 

lid on. The states cannot be expected to do 

this; they bear*no responsibility for national de- 

fense—that responsibility is the Government's.

If the reserves were dangerously depleted 


under state ownership, the United States might. 


be compelled to expend much blood and treasure 
to keep open or reopen lines of supply from the 
Middle East or elsewhere, for oil which could, 
by the exercise of foresight, have been kept 
available within easy reach of our own shores.

Further Questions 

An editor attending the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors in Wash- 
ington asked Attorney General Brownell a 
question about a matter pending in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, 

The question.in substance was: What is the 
Department of Justice doing about the report 
filed by the Hennings subcommittee in the last 
Congress, which assembled a wealth of photo- 
static copies of records pertaining to Senator 
McCarthy's questionable financial dealings? 

The Attorney General said that this report 
was in the hands of the Department of Justice 
when the Republicans took over from the Demo- 
crats and that like any other such matter it was 
being studied.

Charles Chaplin's decision to give up his resi- 
dence in the United States will bring no hard- 
ship to him, but it is now and will some day be 
recognized as a shame to the United States.

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In Memory of Edward Coles 


A marker in memory of the man who kept 
Illinois from opening the door to slavery a 
century and a quarter*ago has been dedicated 
by the Madison County Historical Society. The 
man’ was Edward Coles, Illinois’ second Gover- 
nor, and the place Edwardsville, where Coles 
lived arter removing from Virginia to free the 
slaves he had inherited. 

Elected to the frontier state's highest office 
only three years after arrival and when only 
36 years old, the handsome executive of “gen- 
teel dréss and kind and agreeable manners” 
fought off, through a state-wide referendum, an 
effort in 1824 to legalize slavery. The practice 
was’ forbidden by the Illinois Constitution of 
1818 but engaged in by many landowners. After 
his victory at the polls, Coles’s political enemies 
caused him to be sued on a technicality in con- 
nection with the release of his slaves. They made 
his life so miserable that he left Illinois and 
went to Philadelphia, where he married, lived 
out the rest of his life and died. 

The names of Lincoln and Lovejoy are most 
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frequently mentioned in Illinois in connection 
with the abolition of slavery. As the Illinois 
State Historical Society’s blue and gold marker 
noW clearly suggests, the name of Edward Coles 
belongs there, too. 
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The Ammunition Puzzle 

Senator Byrd’s inquiry into the Korean ammu- 
nition shortages has produced almost as many 
explanations ag there are officials who could be 

for it. One of the most puzzling is the 
theory now advanced by some Army witnesses 
that the primary cause of shortages was an order 
issued by Secretary of Defense Marshall in Sep- 
tember 1950 basing military spending on an as- 
sumption that the Korean war would be over 
in a year. 

This is puzzling because no criticism of the 
order was heard at the time it was made. On the 
contrary, it.was defended before congressional 
committees in 1951 as a necessary budgeting de- 
vice. 

Army officials, presenting their budget re- 

quests, said that they were asking for funds to 
cover estimated ammunition needs on the as- 
sumption—not a prediction—that the Korean 
war would extend only the fiscal year. 
They added that if the war threatened to extend 
beyond that date, they would come back to Con- 
gress with supplemental requests based on the 
new state of affairs. 
_ The explanation then was that to estimate am- 
munition needs you had to estimate consumption, 
and that in order to estimate consumption you 
had to fix an arbitrary date when the war might 
be ended, moving the date as events dictated. 
This seemed like a sensible procedure at the 
time. If it permitted some shortages to develop, 
the cause must have been not the original budg- 
etary assumption but a failure to change the 
assumption as the developing facts warranted. 

It is to be hoped that Senator Byrd’s subcom- 
mittee can locate the responsibility. So far the 
best general explanation seems to be Secretary 
Lovett’s. He blamed Army red tape and obso- 
lete ordnance methods, but that does not answer 
all the questions in thé public mind.

There are also some Do’s and 
Don’ts' in make-up which may 
make your problems a bit easier.

If you have an oblong face, 
extend eyebrow line about a 
quarter of an inch beyond the 
natural line.

If you have a triangular face, 
especially if chin is pointed, try 
to cultivate a slight arch in the 
eyebrows.

How do you use a lipstick 
brush?

> Are we getting close t6 a revo- 
lution in atomic energy— 
caused by U.S. industry? Here 


are the latest facts on some— 
thing you've been hoping for... 


Atom | 


It isn’t just a dream. A top 


AST MONTH, the Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced it had produced enough electric 
power to light 50 average S-room houses. 

Americans everywhere asked: 

What does that mean to me? 

PARADE got the answer — and a lot more — that 
will interest every American. 

@ A top authority, Dr. Charles Allen Thomas, presi- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical Co., St. Louis, Mo., 
recognizes that: 

@ America’s newest frontier, atoms for peace, could 
have a bearing on the food you eat, the job you have 
or the place you live. 

@ But, he says, we will not reap the full benefits of 
the atom—for our everyday living—until private indus- 
try is allowed to build its own plants for making 
atomic materials. Under present law, only the gov- 
ernment can own atomic plants. 

Here, in Dr. Thomas's answers to PARADE'’s ques- 
tions are some of the most revealing statements yet 
published on how atomic power could change your 
future: , 


Q. What could ‘‘peacetime"’ atomic energy 

actually provide the average person? 
A. Properly developed, it could provide a 
great many things; new jobs, a healthier 
economy for many parts of the U.S. and 
possibly more food.for our dinner tables. It 
could also help our country gain friends in 
underdeveloped parts of the world. Pri- 
vately owned atomic plants would be scat- 
tered through the country—and that would 
be an advantage, especially in event of war. 
It would tap the facilities of our great in- 
dustrial research laboratories—which would 
augment our government research. 


Q. What would industry do first in its own 
atomic energy program? 
A. We are all interested in producing elec- 
tric power for home and industrial use. 


Q. Could electrical power for home use be 
produced cheaply? 


A. We feel that in the long run, it would 


be even cheaper than present sources of

power. Atomic power would not replace 
present sources of power, but would be a 
needed addition. 


Q. How many years would it be before 
homes were lighted with atomic power? 


A. That’s hard to say. It’s been done already 
as sort of a demonstration. [See picture. ] 
The big stumbling block is the present 
Federal law. We'll have atomic power quick- 
er if that Jaw is changed to allow private 
industry to establish its own atomic energy 
plants. Certain companies working with the 
Atomic Energy Commission at their own.ex- 
pense are designing atomic power plants. 


Q@. You mentioned ‘‘more food" before. 
Could you elaborate? 


A. Yes. There are many parts of the country 
—in California, Oregon, Idaho, the South- 
west—now considered wasteland. Actually, 
the land is rich and fertile, but it cannot be 
irrigated because there is no cheap power 
at hand. With cheap atomic power to pump 
the water, some of these lands could be re- 
juvenated. Crops could be grown on them. 
And we need more producing land. By 1975, 
we will need 100 million more producing 
acres if we are to maintain present dietary 
standards. (This land rejuvenation could 
also be done in other parts of the world.) 


Q. You mentioned a ‘‘healthier economy" 

@ moment ago. Could you explain that? 
A. Cheap power might go a long way toward 
helping New England get new industry. One 
of the reasons some industries left that part 
of the Country was high power costs. Low 
power costs—and new industry, and the jobs 
it would bring—could rejuvenate parts of 
New England. 

There's another important aspect to this. 
Typically, “ghost towns” develop in mining 
areas of the nation after mines are worked 
out. Cheap power would tend to attract in- 


dustry and agriculture and stabilize these 
communities — and the lives of people in 
them. It’s entirely possible that atom power 
would end the boom and bust “life cycle” 
of those communities. When you have agri- 
culture and industry, you get stability. 

That has been shown by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. The TVA, by providing 
cheap power, has attracted new industry to 
the area in which it operates. 

It has even been suggested that whole 
new permanent communities would spring 
up in the future if power were at hand. 


Q. Are there other uses that might be 
made of atomic power? 


A. You know about the submarine with an 
atomic power plant now being constructed. 
While this submarine is expensive to build, 
it will have advantages over present types. 
It will have a greater cruising range. Be- 
cause atomic power plants in ships would 
provide them with more free space, I think 
it’s very likely that cargo ships of the future 
will be atom-powered. That may be true, 
too, for ocean-going luxury-liners. You see, 
big ships using atom-power would be able 
to carry bigger “pay loads.” 

There is a possibility, too, that atom- 
powered electric furnaces would make the 
reduction of ores more efficient, 


Q. Would the unskilled worker be able to 
work in the atomic industry of the future?

A. Yes. Already, there are 150,000 people 
working in the present atomic energy pro- 
gram. There would be a need for more per- 
sonnel, both skilled and unskilled, in atomic 
energy plants. 


Q. What about the safety of people in and 
outside of an atomic energy plant? 


A. There would be a high safety factor’ 
for all concerned. 

It should be just as safe for a worker as 
present electric power plants. 


Q. Would atomic secrets leak out to other | 
nations if industry were given a ‘‘go-ahead?"’ 


A. No. Only reputable industry which met 
government requirements should be allowed 
' to have atomic energy plants. And all per- 
sonnel in those plants should be screened— 
possibly by the FBI. 
Atomic military secrets should never be 
released by the government. 


Q. Are we ahead of other nations in devel- 
oping the atom for peacetime uses? 


A. I don’t know. There’s some indication 
that Great Britain and Canada are making 
significant progress in this field. In the light 
of that fact, I don’t think anyone can say 
definitely that the United States is ahead in 
developing the atom for peace. 


Q. What is your company’s pian for getting 
atomic energy 
business? 


A. We propose to produce both power and 
plutonium. The plutonium would be sold to 
the government possibly at less than what 
it costs the government to make plutonium 
now for its own program. This would Help 
keep down the cost of power. 

That’s how we feel we can open a new 
industrial frontier for the benetis of the 
entiré nation. — 
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no one can predict. It is our newest frontier.”

A quiet, scholarly gentleman here 

who can solve a crime with a single 
strand of hair. 

He is Dr. Leon A. Hausman, 64, profes- 
sor of zoology at the New Jersey College for 
Women, a branch of Rutgers University. 

He’s known to police and criminal investiga- 
tors as “The Hair Detective.” 

Here’s how he works: Dr. Hausman takes a 
suspect’s hair. Then he compares it with any 
hair found at the scene of the crime. 

If they match, the suspect’s in trouble. 
His implements—in addition to the micro- 
scope—are some 2,000 samples of hair from al- 
most every species of animal, plus 800 samples 
from all human races and groups. He even has 
‘hair samples from a whale and from a 5,000- 
year-old Egyptian mummy. ,
